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The field was located about 10 Piles south^st of ' ttpr tit otttp 
( 60°SS ? E/56°48 4 N) , about 6 miles from ISTCK (see Amex) 


There was a good grass cover, a spur track, and 165~foot wide 
concrete runways, which were under repair. For this purpose 
the ground was excavated to a depth of 16 inches, filled with 
gravel and sand, and then covered with a 6-inch concrete layer. 

The three- story administration building had a tower-li^e 
superstructure with loudspeakers on all sides for traffic
